debut. He did, however, take an 
intensive course on life and people. 


On one hand, Tucker attended 
fashionable prep schools and mixed 
with the socially elite as a youngster. 
On the other, he searched for ad- 
venture and would hop a freight 
train when the fancy took him. 

At the age of 12 he rode the rails 
from Boston to Los Angeles and 
stayed on the West Coast for two 
months doing odd jobs. 

At 14 he drove a coal truck in 
Iowa, was a candy salesman at a 
theatre in Washington, D. C., and 
a master of ceremonies in a night 
club upstairs after the show. 

After his two years in the Cavalry, 
Tucker enrolled at George Wash- 
ington University where he re- 
mained just five months before de- 
ciding it was.an actor’s life for him. 

Ninety-one pictures later, Forrest 
Tucker is still proving a wide vari- 
ety of experiences pays off.
